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STRAW HATS, FURNACES AND FREE TRADE FOLLIES 


Democratic editors and orators are fond of talking about the 
present Republican tariff law being “prohibitive.” For the year 
ending in February, importation of straw; hats into the United 
States amounted to $#2,073,842.
